Deficiency Bill 


War Expenses 
Blamed For 
Most Items 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 28 (P)— 
Carrying a jolting reminder that 
the cost of World War II didn’t 
end when the last shot was fired, 
a $2,451,498,548 deficiency appro- 
priation bill went to the House to- 
day with appropriations commit- 
tee backing. 

Nearly 75 per cent of the total 
is accounted for by two items di- 
rectly connected with the war: $1,- 
451,894,500 for the Veterans Ad- 
ministration and $300,000,000 for 
relief in occupied areas abroad. 

Even so, the VA allotment is 
below budget esti- 
mates. The relief fund is exactly 
what the President had asked. The 
total cut in the bill below admin- 
istration requests is $628,140,156. 

Since the money is to augment 
funds previously appropriated for 
the current fiscal year ending 
next June 30, the measure has no 
direct bearing on the President’s 
1948 budget. That is the one 
House Republicans have promised 
to slash by $6,000,000,000. How- 
ever, the bill does affect the budget 
for the present fiscal year and may 


| determine whether the treasury 
| winds up tHis year in the red or 
the black.

RADIO BERLIN 
CONTROL KEPT

BERLIN -- The Russians have 
now established a series of strong 
radio stations to serve their *zone 
of Germany but they still stead- 
fastly refuse to yield to proposals 
by the other three occupying pow- 
ers to give them a share in control 
of powerful Radio Berlin. 

One of the Russians’ arguments 
against an American proposal that 
Radio Berlin be placed under con- 
trol of a four-power directorate | 
was a plaint that they needed it to 
serve their zone of occupation, 
which surrounds Berlin. 

The Russians took control of 
Radio Berlin when they were 
sole occupiers of the city and 
have refused to share it de- 
spite the fatt the building 
which houses the station is lo- 
cated in what now is the British 
sector of the city. Transmitters 
for the station are located in 
the French sector. 

It has been reported that the 
Russians have transferred from 
Radio Berlin substantial equip- 
ment and personnel to build up 
thei rzonal stations.
